SEVEN NUNS CREUATED. 

Terrible Disaster at the Roberval Convent- 
Precarious Condition of Some of the . 
Survivors. 

QuEUKu, Jan. 0. — A disastrous lire 
broke out in the convent at Roberval at 
five o'clock this morning, reducing the 

imposing old structure to ashes and 
causing the death of at least seven 
nuns. Little is yet known of the origin 
of the fire. When seen by outsiders 

the flames had made great headway 
and every avenue of escape was cut off. 
The inmates had evidently no warning 
of danger until the passage waya were 
choked with smoke and the windows 
were filled with bursting flumes which 
rendered any attempt at escape harzard- 
oua if not fatal.

Publication by the Globe of a Call for a 
"Patriotic 'Vigilance. Committee." 

Toronto, Jan. 6. — (Special)— The Globe 
to-day publishes a circular which' it says 
has been ^Bent,;||c>^P^ojie.B^|, ; 
and leading ciiiizenB throughout' Ontario. 

The circular 'Is- dated December 29,1890, 
ia headed "Patriotic Vigilance Commit- 
tee " and marked "confidential." It 
begins as follows : " The gravity of the 
crisis brought upon the country as the 
result of the elections of June last and 
the encouragement thereby given to the 
disloyal elements of our ponulation has 
originated the 'formation of a Patriotic 
Vigilance Committee by a few citizens 
who are determined to maintain, by all 
means in their power, the honor and in- 
tegrity of the British flag and the Dom- 
inion of Canada." 

Proceeding, it says that "An ineideoua 
conspiracy has, for several months, been 
;it work throughout the Dominion, aim- 
ing at tlio overthrow of the authority of 
the Queen and the annexation of our be- 
loved country to the United States, and 
that behind whitt is ostensibly a| politi- 
cal movement, and plainly to be seen is 
the hand of the Romaoi Catholic church, 
the ever watchful enemy of Protestant 
liberty, and that although several mem- 
bers of the present government are 
known to be thoroughly and sincerely 
loyal, the fact that the govern- 
ment of Mr. Laurier owes its 
majority to a disloyal element does 
not hold out the hope that they 
can successfully cope with the crisis in 
which we are. The committee, there- 
fore, call for the oiganixation in every 
electoral district of a. patriotic vigilance 
committee to nacertain and record the 
views of all regarding whom there is 
reasonable ground for suspicion of being 
in aympatliy with this movement and to 
take such steps as may suggest them- 
selves; to j)revent their further spread 
and to protect the proud heritage be- 
queathed to us by our British fore- 
fathers. "

Organization Farmed for Another Season— 
The Price of Fish Fixed. 

AsToniA, Jan. 6. — ^TheColumbia River 

Packers' 'AsBociation held a brief session 
yesterday. There was a good attendance 
and the meeting was harmonious, but 
beyond resolving to continue the organ- 
ization for another season and fixing the 
price to be paid for raw fish at 4 cents 
per pound, no other business of import- 
ance was transacted. The Fishermen'a 
ITnion also held a meeting to cohEdder, it 
is presumed, the price its members shall 
exact for fish the coming season; but as 
the meeting was secret and none of the 
members will talk of what occurred, it is 
not possible to learn definitely what waa 
done.

sharps. 

The returns from the ouatoma house at 
Nelson show that during 1896 a total of 
if26i,0riL13 was collected. During the 
last half ot the year the collections 
amounted to $153,915.18, an increase of 
50 per cent, over the lirst half of the 
year. 

Messrs. Ruello it llallack, formerly of 
Seattle, Waali., have established a firm 
to be known as the Kobson Milling Co., 
and have secured a mill site one mile 
east of the town of liobson. 

H. Carry has just returned from a 
trip to the Lardeau country aud expects 
to leave on the 5th for Toronto. He 
states that the Jjillooet, Fraser Kiver i*c 
Cariboo Gold Fields Co. has nearly com- 
pleted a sleigh road, and also the prelim- 
inary survey for a railroad from Rosen- 
heim, on Galena bay, to their property, 
tlie I'iroadview, on the North Fork of the 
Ivardeau. The company is now engaged 
in sinking a large abaft on the Broad- 
view and is gettiug ready to ship. The 
(.treat Xortheru mine, adjoining ttie 
Lroadview, is under development and 
tunnels are now being driven. The lead 
ia a fine, large one, and the mine is 
al)outtoBbip a carload of ore to the 
Kelson smelter. The Silver Cup mine, 
in the same group, has a very high grade 
ore, but the lead is very small. A ship- 
meat ia to be made soon, and the owners 
are sure that the amelter retarna will 
yield them $400 a ton. 

The HftU Mines amelter will probably 
not fire up again for eight or ten daya as 
it ia desired to get 1,500 to 2,000 toiia of 
ore on liand. Tne company has received 
a sample cargo of Canmore coal which 
will be tested in the new reverberatory 
furnace. 

Men are on the way to the line of the 
proposed C'P.I{. extension between Slo 
can Cros.siug and the southern end of 
fcjlocan lake, for the purpose of clearing 
the right of way. R. Marpole, superin- 
tendent of the western division of the C. 
PJi., is expected to arrive in Nelson on 
January G. Upon hia arrival there will 
probably be some definite orders in re- 
gard to the construction of the Slocan 
branch and it ia rumored that he will 
instruct Engineer Perry to proceed with 
the location survey of the Crow's Neat 
Paaa line from the Kootenay river to 
the Crjw'a Nest Pass, to which point 
the road has been graded from Letii- 
bridge.

A sad accident occurre 1 soar Elk river 
on the 18th. Joseph Mctt y/is returning 
from Kalispetl with a ioid of supplies, 
and in coming dowQ the grade near his 
home lost control of the team and ran 
up against a treo, buing thrown from the 
wagon under the lioriies' feet. lie was 
found eliortly afterwards l^y Captain 
Thomas Flowers, but life was extinct. 
jMr, .Mott settled at Elk river in .iujy, 
comini; from Columbia FalLs, Moutaua, 
where he lived and was much respected. 
He was born in Perth county, tJntario. 

A lar-^'e amount of work has Ijeen done 
on Wild llorsc creek daring the iiaat 
year. A iiiinibor of ijuartz locations 
Jiave been made. The placer companies 
have done fairly well considering the 
fact that the two larger com paiiiaa had 
to lose considerable valuable time in 
waiting for machinery, piping,' etc. The 
Invicta company has had about forty 
men employed during the season, has 
done a largo amount of improvemeiitH, 
Iniildt a dam, put in four new giants 
and laid considerable piping, re])airirif,' 
ditches, etc. Uf their clean-up iho re- 
sult was liij.,'lily satisfactory. 'J'heNip 
aud Tuck company were also delayed by 
the non-arrival of machinery. About 
two months of the season was lost, and 
then only a partial clean-u]) was made. 
The two China companies liavo done 
well, and the year baa been a i)rosj)erouB 
one for placer mining on Wild ilorse. 

The North Htar mine lias passed 
through the various stages of develop- 
ment, and has hundreds of feet of tun- 
nels, drifta and ahafta. Aa a shipper 
and producer, this property, " with the 
proper means of transportation," can 
compete with any mine in Britiah Col- 
umbia. Last season the company 
shipped about 5,000 tons of galena, and 
we learn that at least 0,000 to 8,000 tons 
of ricli carbonates will be shipped next 
season. 

There are one huiulreil quartz loca- 
tions on Wild Horse and its tributaries. 
Most of the claims have a good showing 
of mineral. Considerable development 
work was done during 1890. Borne 
mines have beenaold; -othera stoclced or 
bonded.

THE DEMAND FOB SALMON. 

Pacific Coast Fish Wanted by the People of 
the East— Work of the U. S. Com- 
mission. . 

W.^siri.Naio.s, Jan. 6. — Probably never 
in its history has the United States fish 
commiaaion accompliahed nearly as 
much work in eight months aa it did 
during the period from April 1 to De- 
cember 1 of laat year. The annual re- 
port of she commission made by Coni- 
raiasioner Brice directly to the Presi- 
dent says that not only has the ordinary 
work been steadily pursued on an en- 
larged scale, but the field has been much 
broadened, especially in the direction of 
propagating lish not before the subject 
of extensive cultivation, and all these at- 
tempts have been followed by marked 
success. 

The salmon work on the Pacific coast 
has received comparatively little atten- 
tion during the past few yeara, but the 
past seaaon Commissioner Brice made a 
new departure and located auxiliary sta- 
tions on some of the atreama tributary to 
the Columbia river to operate in connec- 
tion with the permanet station atClack- 
amtis, Or., with the result of reducing 
the cost per thousand of salmon eggs 
from $1.81 to 11 cents. ICnough eggs 
were taken to run the hatcheries to 
their full capacity and to send 6,000,000 
to the East for diatribntion. The total 
take of salmon egga— 37,000,000— 
amounted to three times as many as 
were ever collected before in a season. 
The commission proposes the coming 
season to supplant all the central hatch- 
eries in the country by small egg col- 
lecting stations to be run only during 
the spawning season at small expense. 

Undismayed by the mysterious disap- 
pearance of a splendid lot of Western 
salmon fry placed in Eastern rivers sev- 
eral years' ago, the commission is about 
to make another attempt to colonize the 
Pacific salmon in the ICaat. To accom- 
plish this 7,000,000 eggs have been trans- 
ferred from the California stations to 
New York, Vermont and Maine, where 
they will be hatched and the fry liberat- 
ed in the Penobscot, Kennebec, Merri- 
mac, Hudson, Delaware and Suaquehan- 
na rivers. 

The output of the Atlantic or land- 
locked salmon has been largely increased 
and the lake fisheries have been fostered, 
the collection of lake trout et'gs being in- 
creased by 2,000,000 to 3,000,000. 

The whitelish work waa set back by 
tlie destruction of the fishing gear in the 
height of the season, but it ia hoped that 
the collection of egga will amount to 
1-10,000,000. 

To give the Pacific Coast people an op- 
portunity to feast on the beat fruits of 
Atlantic waters, the commission made 
starts towards introducing them to East- 
ern lobsters and diamond-back terrapin. 
Tuey arrived in excellent condition and 
were planted in Yaquina bay, Oregon, 
and Holt bay, California, without loss. 
The lobsters' were very difficult to trans- 
I)ort, but the egg-bearing females were 
safely deposited in Monterey bay, an 
equivalent to 1,200,000 fry. The terrapin 
were deposited in suitable watera in San 
Francisco bay. 

In return the commission said that 
the Atlantic coast and the lake dwellers 
would like to have tlio steelhead trout, 
one of the finest game and food fish of 
the Pacific coast, where it attains a 
weight of eighty pounds ou a maximum 
and an average of ten pounds. Augre- 
gated fry to the number of 180,000 were 
deposited in the waters of lakes Superior 
and Huron. 

Summing up the work of the commis- 
sion, the report shows that in the caseof 
twelve more important food llsh, the in- 
crease in planting has] ranged from 10 
[ler cent, to 80 per cent. The Tennessee 
station authorized by congress is to be 
located in, Unicoi count>\ near Erwin, 
and steps aie to be takenno investigate 
the advisability of establishing a station 
for Spearfish in the Black hills, Dakota. 

If congress approves a bill submitted 
))roviding for a few auxiliary stations, 
the commissioner says he will be en- 
abled to immensely increase the output of 
shad and lobsters in the near future. 

In the line of new works steps were 
taken to propagate the mackerel, which 
valuable fish is constantly failing, and 
21,000,000 eggs were collected. 



NEW MOTOR FOR SHIPS. 

Important Invention by the Brother of Lord 
Rosse the Astronpmer. 

The announcement that Charles Ai- 
gornon Parsons, brother of Lord Kosse, 
the astrononier, has invented a new 
motor for ships which lias proved its 
ability to send a torpedo boat through 
the water at the rate of thirty-four 
miles an hour, will excite the liveliest 
interest all over the world. If true, as 
it seems to be, the present engineering 
equipment of war and jiassenger vessels 
.nay be regarded as hopelessly out. of 
date, 'ind the olt-iiiade cbiini of " revo- 
lutionizing; st(^aiii navigation " in the 
way of lieing leali/.ed. 

'J'he new motor ia a variation of the 
turbine wbeid. the power for which, on 
.Mr. Parsons' exiierimental boat, was 
supi ilii,-d by one water-tube boiler with 
1,IU0 square feet of heating surface and 
forty-two square feet of grate surface. 
The pro)>ellor was driven at the rate of 
•J, lOO revolutions per minute, " which is 
more than three times the highest rate 
heretofore attained in marine propul- 
sion." 

A speed of thirty-four miles an hour 
for an ocean steamer — which might, in a 
twin or triple-acrew ship, be a minimum 
— would give a rate of 810 miles a day, 
or a trans-Atlantic passage of about 
three days and sixteen hours. I'Vom 
.San Francisco to Honolulu would con- 
sume about two days and fourteen hours, 
which would enable ii" freight ship, if 
rapidly handled at the docks, to make 
two voyages where but one ia now 
Dossible. With a turbine steamer 
the Pacific could be crossed 
to Yokohama in about six daya and 
eight hour. Hence upon the completion 
of Russia's new railway, one month 
would suflice for the circumnavigation of 
the globe, whereat the achievement of 
Juloa Verne'a hero, Pbineaa F^ogg, would 
be relegated to the tales of primitive 
travel. J 

It once toolc two weeks to steam across 
the Atlantic, and the time haa ainne been 
cut down to lesa than six daya. So it is 
not astonishing, after all, to contemplate 
the three-day-and-sixleen-honr pro- 
posal, especially after the way has been 
shown by the Newcastle engine manu- 
facturer. — San Francisco Chronicle.

NANAiniO.

ROSSLAISD. 
(From the Ilossland Miner ) 

Prospecting work is being done with a 
diamond drill towards the ea^t end of 
the main tunnel of the Josie. Ten days 
ago the drill was set to work on the 
south side of the tunnel, about 250 feet 
back from the face. A boring was miade 
100 feet horizontally, and in that dis- 
tance several ore bodies of varying 
thickness .were discovered. The most 
important of these was at the distance 
of 70 feet from the tunnel. This is about 
10 feet. wide. Another two feet wide 
was found at Ihe end of the boring. The 
drill is now at work nt another place in 
the same level, which is 250 feet below 
the surface. The results of the borings 
so far are confirmatory of the tlieory 
that tliere is a great ore zone running 
from the southwest to the northeast, 
through the ground occupied by the 
Josie, Le Roi, War lOagle, Poorman, 
Iron Jlask and Centre Star, and that 
within this zone, wliich is several hun- 
dred feet wide, are lenticular masses of 
ore lying in echelon. There seems to be 
no single fissure in wh,ich all the ore is 
carried, but many fissures. 

Since the discovery of tellurides of 
gold, or silvanite, in the Jumbo, renew- 
ed interest has been taken in that mine. 
It is a (juartz streak about a foot wide 
which carries the silvanite. A drift baa 
been started both north and south from 
the tunnel on the big pay chute of the 
mine. This streak of <|uartx carrying 
silvanite is found in botfi drifts, and lies 
almost liorizontally to the plane of the 
tunnel, pitching slightly to the south. 
The quartz is very rich through and 
through, assaying as liigh as .'f212 in 
gold. The usual assays show if 40 to .iKjO 
in gold. The ore adjoining the quartz is 
very silicious, some of it heavily charged 
with iron of a fine-grained character. 

An unexpected strike has been made 
on the Yale near tiie Curlew, in the 
south belt by the workmen who were 
squaring the shaft preparatory to drift- 
ing on t^e 60-foot level. Three feet of 
ore was struck in the hanging wall, and 
this baa clianged the plans of the owners 
as to furtlier work. 

Martin Kinc, manager of the Ivoote- 
nay and Columbia mines, authorizes the 
statement that he will hegin regular 
sliipments of ore with the new year. 
There are 100 tons already on the dump 
and stoping has begun on a nice chute of 
ore opened when the tunnel now being 
run was in about 160 feet. 
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"L'.ELECTECR" AND THE BlSfeOPS 

The Relative Positions of Protestants and 
Roman Catholics Towards Their 
Bishops. 

(Krom the Moiitrcftl Star.) 

It is impossible for Protestants to fully 
appreciate the position of llio Roman 
Catholics who are directly all'et^ted hy 
the collective mandement of the bishops 
with reference to I.'F.lecteur. For the 
ProtestantH the question of ecclesiastical 
authority was settletl long imo. The only 
ell'ect of a collective mandement signed 
by all their bishops and clergy condemn- 
ing a newspaper would be to atlverlise 
the paper and increase its circulation. 
This does not mean that Protestants 
have no respect for their clergy, but 
simply- that an assumption of authority 
such as an action of this kind would in- 
dicate would be entirely unwarranted 
by the existing relations between the 
Protestant laity and their clergy. 

With our Roman Catholic friends the 
case is very diflerent. Authority is 
claimed on the one side and conctjded on 
tlio other, as a matter of course. liven 
the men who are directly strutik by the 
manderr.ent do not dream of questioning 
the authority of the ]iower that strikes 
them. Mr. Pacaud, indeed, lumounces 
his intention of appealing to liome, but 
the very ajipeal to a higher court is a 
practical recognition of the jurisdiction 
of the court against whose'judgment he 
appeals. 

However Protestants may bestow their 
sympathies in a conflict of this kind it 
is well to bear in mind that interference 
on their part is more likely to injure 
than to help those with whom they 
sympathize. It is always a delicate 
matter for the members of one church to 
interfere in the domestic differences of 
the rjiembera of another church, it 
generally savours] a little of impertin- 
ence, it is always sure to be resented, 
If there are tv.'o sides to a question of 
importance allecting the Roman Catholic 
communion, the fact that Protestants as 
a body favor one section is not likely to 
strengthen that section in the estimation 
of the faithful generally.

him that British Columbia has now 
reached a certain staRC of progress in the 
opening up of her mines, and its ell'ect 
will doubtless be realized during th% 
next few months. 

It is also a matter of satisfaction that 
the property has been bought by Cana- 
dians, since it shows that the reproach 
that wo-were letting foreigners unA out- 
siders reap all the benolita to bo derived 
from the development of our gold and 
silver mines— if true once — is bo no 
longer. Americans, at the start, had the 
advantage over most of their Canadian 
neighbors, in having an experience in 
mining which the latter did not posseBS. 
It has not taken many months, how- 
ever, for a ■ great change in the aituation 
to occur, and it may be anticipated with 
tolerable certainty that it will not be 
long before the chief portion of the cap- 
ital invested in the mines of British Col- 
umbia will bo owned either in Canada 
or in tlvo Old Country. Probably Cana- 
dians will supplant the Americana to a 
great extent in doing the exploitation 
and preliminary work in the opening up 
o( the idines, the British investor pur- 
chasing what will then be a producing 
property. It is very jjrobable that the 
War Eagle Company itSBiI will be re- 
orgnnizeil, capitalized on a Bterling basis, 
anil placed on the London lu/irket at a 
price which will leave the present own- 
ers a handsome profit. 



THE. " WAR EAGLE " SALE. 

The sale of the War Eagle mine, at 
Roasland, to a Canadian syndicate for 
the sum of $850,000 is an event worthy 
of more than the usual notice given to 
transactions of that character. In the 
first place, the sale is noteworthy be- 
cause of the large sum which is involved, 
and the fact that the whole conaider- 
ution is to be practically on a cash basis. 
At the same time, it is not }fy any means 
the largest price which has been obtain- 
ed up to now for a mine in the West 
Kootenay district. The ".Silver King " 
juine, on Toad mountain, was disposed 
of for a larger sum ; and although we be- 
lieve part of the consideration for that 
property was in the shape of shares, the 
manner in which the Hall Mines Com- 
pany, organized for the acquisition and 
operation of the property, was placed on 
the London market, made the shares 
equivalent to cash. 

Then, .again, the " Galena Mines, Lim- 
ited " — a company organized to ac(iuire 
a valuable silver property oii what is 
known as the "Galena Farm," in the 
Slocan district — was placed on the Lon- 
don market last month under most re- 
spectable auspices, the price paid for the 
mine being no less than £{500,000, or 
about !?2,i25,000. In this case it is true 
also that the larger part of the ptircliase 
money was to be paid in shares. But 
the difference between the shares of 
companies brought out on the London 
market and those of many of the mining 
companies, organized either in Canada 
or in the United States, niuat not be ig- 
nored. In the former case, the par 
value of the shares is preminied to rep- 
resent soinethin;^ like the actual valueof 
the property, and over-caj)italization is 
not regarded with favor. 

That this method is substantially ad- 
hered to, even amidst all the " boom " 
and inflation which has been associated 
with South African and West Australian 
mining schemes, may he seen by a per- 
usal of the London Stock I'',XL'haiit_'e lists 
01 prices, quotations Ijelow tlie i)iu- or 
nominal value of the shares being com- 
paratively few, while there are Bcores of 
companies the shares of which are quot- 
ed at Bubatantial premiums. In Canada 
it is in Home respects very unfortunate 
that the American plan has been followed 
ill the organization of mining eoiupnnieH, 
whereby tlie nominal capital placed at 
a ligure absunJly out of |)i'0))()rti(jn to 
the real value ol the properly, its actual 
and, in many cases, even its probable 
potential value being indicated by the 
price at which the shares are oflered to 
the ])ublic, generally aljout one-tenth, or 
even less, of tiieir par value. 

The largo amount wliieh lias been 
paid for the "War ICaglc " mine, \ml 
whicli the best informed and most com- 
petent judges consider a very reasonable 
price and one that will give the pur- 
chasers largo returns on their money, 
will act as a splendid advertisement for 
the mining diatricta of the Provipce. It 
is to Great Britain that British Colum- 
bia, like all the roat of the world, must 
look for the large amounts of capital 
which can be profitably employed in the 
development of the mineral resources of 
the Province. It ia^ almost impossible 
to put a limit to the amount of capital — 
either in the aggregate or for individual 
trarisactiona— which will bo available if 
tlio owners of it are satisfied that they 
have a eafo and prolitaljlo Held for in- 
veatnient. As a rule it ie mines, not 
" prospectB " — propertiea with consider- 
able development done on them, for 
which the British spoculator or investor 
is looking. This sale of the " War 
Eagle" will be another intimation to 



tria bad an audience with the Sultan, at 
which they warned him that if the 
affairs of the Turkish Eriipire were not 
better administered, European control 
of the aflair^ of the Sublime Porte would 
become inevitable. The Sultan, who 
has for the last twenty years been 'keep- 
ing his throne by ^vorkiug upon the 
mutual jealousies of the great Powers, 
seems now, indeed, as if he had some 
hope of defying them, for he de- 
clared that he might be the 
last of the Caliphs, but he would 
not become a second Khedive. It he 
persists in his resolution to exert his 
despotic powers to the ii:jury of his sub- 
jects, it is not at all likely that he will 
be allowed to defy the Powers, and it is 
scarcely likely they will turn back till 
humanity and justice have .some influ- 
ence in the government of the Sultan's 
subjects. ^Vllethfcr the reformation can 
bo accomplished without bloodsiied is a 
question which is not at this moment 
easily answered. The Turks have before 
now shown themselves good soldiers. 
But it does not appear likely that, brave 
as they may be, tbey will be mad enough 
to throw themselves against the com- 
bined forces of Euro])e. 



CANADA AND THE EMPIRE. 

It was eminently in order, in view of 
recent exchanges of seulinieiit between 
rei)reaentatives of the Mother Country 
and the Colonies, and all that has been 
said and written regarding closer re- 
lations and more speedy communica- 
tions between them, that occasion 
should bo taken to entertain some of the 
more prominent colonists while for the 
time being staying in London. At Tues- 
day night's dinner, the cabled report of 
which was published in yesterday's 
issue, there appears to have been present 
a distinguished company of Canadians, 
and it was exceedingly fitting that Sir 
Charles Tapper, as one of the fathers of 
the Canadian Confederation and for al- 
most an ordinary lifetime a prominent 
politician and statesman, should have 
been one of the objects of special 
attention, and in return should have 
made one of those eloquent and soul 
stirring speeches which can only be de- 
livered by those whose souls burn with 
the patriotic sentiments to which they 
are giving expression. 

No matter, what little and observe 
coteries may formulate on the subject of 
annexation to the United States, regard- 
ing which we hear mainly through Unit- 
ed States channels, the fact is that de- 
spite the baits which have been offered, 
and on the other hand the coercive ac- 
tion which has been more than hinted 
at we as a community are well 
content to let well alone, enjoying 
as wo do — altogether outside of senti- 
mental considerations — perfect security 
for life, property and liberty. As pointed 
out by Sir Charles the people of Canada 
fully r(jali/.o that the Dominion would 
be the battle ground in the event of any 
struggle between the United .States and 
Great Britain, but, even were such not 
tne case, the sentiment is bo pronounced 
and deep seated that, as has already 
been shown, a British call to arras even 
against the whole world would rally 
Canadians almost as a man from Prince 
Edward Island to British Columbia. 



THE SULTAN. 



It was recently announced that the 
Powers of Europe have agreed to put a 
atop lo the crimes and atrocities that 
have miule Turkey a byword and a re- 
proach among the nations. The wheels 
of lOuropeun diplomacv have moved with 
exaajierating slowness. The delay has 
been hard to bear even. byUthose, who, 
separated by oceans and continents, 
read tales oi atrocities whose coniniis- 
sion they were powerless to pi-cvent. It 
is (litlicult even to imaiiine how the 
wretched Arnienhiiis felt when they saw 
that the ]iromiscs of intervention, in- 
stead of bettering their condition only 
induced their persecutors to hasten on 
the work of e.xterniination. It has been 
said, and no doubt with some degree of 
truth, that the Christian subjects of 
Turkey in many instance:", by their 
seditions and rebellious conduct 
drew down upon themeelves the 
punishment of the ruling power. 
But the extent and the character 
of the chastisement points irresistibly to 
the cruelty of the government which 
made obedience impossible and subuiis 
sion intolerable. Blazing villages, 
ruined homesteads, slaughtered chil- 
dren and cruelties of which it is " a 
shame even to speak," are not methods 
that would need to he resorted to by a 
nation whose laws and administration 
were in any degree just and righteous. 
The truth ia that Turkey i)reaervea in 
the ninoteeiitlL century the spirit of the 
dark ages. Its people are as cruel, as 
licentious, though not as chivalrous as 
when conturiea ago the Christianity of 
E urope vainly attempted to drive them 
from the country that to-day they have 
shown themselves so unlit to rule. 

Whether the diplomacy of the ambas- 
sadors can accomplish what the armies 
of the Crusaders failed to do remains to 
he seen. But the Powers have spoken, 
it is to be . hoped, definitely, as well for 
their own honor as for the cause of 
humanity. On the 28th of December 
the ambassadors of Great Britain, Bus- 
sia, France, Italy, Germany and' Aus- 



EDI TOIilAL COMMENTS. 

Ai,Tuoi;'iii in many respects British 
subjects, as a whole, would regret if, as 
the Westniinater Gazette reports, is Her 
Majesty's determination, she should ab- 
dicate in commemoration oE the fact that 
she has enjoyfid the longest reign in 
English history, they would have no 
fears regarding the constitutional and 
beneficent rule of the heir apparent, the 
Prince of Wales. For years His Koyal 
Highness has been the Ciueen'a repre- 
sentative at most of the more important 
public functions, and personally ia one 
of the most popular men in Great 
Britain. Indeed, as he once said to a 
United States reporter who was discuss 
ing with him certain stories regardin 
a possible British republic the Prince 
remarked that even should the condi- 
tions at home bo changed he would run 
lor the presidency. " And," said the 
reporter— an observation whjch was 
generally endorsed when spoken of 
"you would be certain of election." 

Da. B. II. Joii.NSTo.NH, a scientist of 
Washington, ia, it ia announced, abovft 
to build a laboratory at Niagara Falls in 
order lo use the current to crystalize 
pure carbon into diamonds of great size. 
The diamonds heretofore manufactured 
were fused by paing the impure carbon 
of commerce, whereas it is the intention 
under the new method to use tlie pure 
carbon found in mines all over the coun- 
try. Keal diamonds aro, it is said, 
merely the crystalization of the pure 
carbon by a process which is supposed 
to have occupied millions of years. Dr. 
Johnstone says he will require a power 
of at least six thousand volts oi electri- 
city to crystali/.e the pure carbon that 
IS found plentifully in coal and other 
mines. This carbon, with the aid of 
the immense power of electricity which 
he proposes to utilize, the Doctor confi- 
dently expects to bo able within a few 
days to turn into diamonds from the 
fii/.e of a jjea to that of the great Kohi- 
noor, the largest stone belonging to 
Great Britain. The history of this gem 
for live hundred years ia matter of his- 
tory, it having been in the bands of 
many royal dynasties in the East. From 
the diamond mines of South Africa about 
seventy-five million dollars worth of 
gems have, it is said, been obtained, 
while Golconda, India, has the rei)uta- 
tion of having produced some of the 
most valuable of this description of 
jjiecious stonea. However, if this 
scientist of the United States is supcess- 
ful in his operations, real diamonds will 
no longer continue to bo the highest 
unit of value and the most treasured 
thing in the smallest form known to 
man. ^

Senator Call Makes a Bitter Speech Regard- 
ing Murders of and Outrages on. 
U. S. ClUzens.

The writer and General Lee were es- 
corted within the prison, where '^on 
prisonere, some of their ^Kierlcans, 
•were brought '^j,^^ Xn a circle about 
them w^j.Q Spanish guards, heavily 
:.rnied. One of the prisoners was a man 
who had been with Oharles Govin at the 
time of his capture. The prisoner stated 
that the Spaniarns tied him and tTovin 
together, and Govin attempted to show 
hia U.S. cili^.enship papers and liis 
credentials as an American newspaper 
correspondent, but the Spanish com- 
mander struck them from hia hand and 
turned Govin over to the cavalry, while 
the other prisoners were sent to the 
CabanaS' fortress. The writer also stated 
that from other reliable sources it was 
established that Govin subsequently had 
been tied to a tree and chopped to pieces. 

Julio Sanguilly was another of the 
prisoners seen during the visit to the 
fortress. The writer described him as 
an old man whose hair had turned gray 
and who appeared to bo over sixty years 
old. Sanguilly told a pathetic story to 
the visitors as to the injustice of hia 
trial and conviction, and begged that 
the United States would investigate hia 
case with the view of establishing that 
he was prosecuted for what he might 
have done and not wiiat he had done, 
Mr. Call again stated that this letter 
came from a prominent public man of 
the United States, a Northern man and 
a Eepublican who had been highly hon- 
ored in this country and would soon re- 
turn to a high public place. 

After reading other letters reciting the 
cruel methods employed in the Spanish 
prisons, Mr. Call declared, that these 
prisons were stained with the blood of 
American citizens. It needed but an in- 
vestigation to unmask the extent of the 
butchery, he said. The senator asserted 
that a nation wiiich failed to protect its 
citizens justly deserved the execration of 
the civilized world. Mr. Call spoku ul 
the reports that the powers of Europe 
would coerce the United States. What 
effect, he asked, would such a concert of 
European nations have, when the sym- 
pathy of mankind and ttie sentiment of 
the OhriBtian world was with the strug- 
gling patriots of Cuba? It would be a 
futile intervention even if attempted, for 
no statesman of Europe couldouccessfully 
appeal to the masses of hie people to 
strike at those engaged in a struggle for 
independence and liberty. li ihelJnited 
States remained passive while such out- 
rages as those on Govin and Sanguilly 
proceeded there would be no prosperity 
for this country and no reajiect for it. It 
was a spectacle which belittled the 
United States in the eyea of the world. 

At the close of the speech the senate 
agreed to Mr. Call's resolution recjueat- 
ing the secretary of tjtate for all corre- 
spondence relating to the case of Julio 
Sanguilly. The other resolution de- 
manding Sanguilly'a inimudiate releaeo 
was referred to the committee on foreign 
relations.

Col. W. V, Jacobs, who devised 
the Calumet electric railway and was 
forced out of control in ISOli, is unable 
to push claims against oflicers of the 
National Bank of Illinois because all the 
jiapers and hooka relating to his connec- 
tion with the Calumet electric railway 
have been stolen.- Accoiiling to Col. 
.lacobs, the crime was committed by one 
of hia confidential olerks, iiijaiiiat whom 
a charge is now pending in the United 
States court. The claim is made that 
.the theft of the papers in his possession 
was the sequel of a conspiracy, which 
promises sensational developments .

THE HOUSEHOLD LAMPS. 



To FoUsh tlio Chimney Is IVoII, bat Dont 

Neglect Burner and Wlok. 

Some impnr*-'nt but often uncarod for 
portions of tho houseliolil lamps receivo 
attention as follows iu Good Housekeep- 
ing: The inside of lamps and oil cans 
should be cleansed with soda dissolved 
in water. Uso ono tahlespconful of soda 
to ono quart of water. About once a 
month the lamp .should reeeive a thor- 
ough cleaning, tho wick being removed, 
tho burner unscrewed, well brushed and 
placed in a dish of warm water in which 
soda and a little soap has been dissolved. 
Having boiled 30 minutes, they should 
bo removed, rinsed with clear, hot wa- 
ter, laid to drain and afterwai'd care- 
fully rubbed and polished with a flanuoL 

Ab to tho wick, if boiled in water in 
which a trifle of soda has been dis- 
solved, it will burn with a clearer and 
steadier light tlian if put into tho lamp 
without ])revious pre])aration. It should 
fit exactly and, he just long enough to 
allow the end reaching -tho bottom of 
tho oil container wli^n tho wick is first 
put in. A coil of wick soaking iu the 
oil bocomes saturated and clogged, tlien 
hardens and Jiever burns clearly and 
freely. A '.viek should never bo allowed 
to burn shorter than an inch and a half. 
Of course tlio wick must be perfectly 
dry when put in, and in starting a new 
lamp or an idd ono that has beeii 
cleaned tho utmost caro should lie 
taken that vverj- atom of moisture has 
been driiil out before tlio oil is put iu, 
being sure to give tho wick time to fill 
with oil hef'o'.'e lighting. A Isc; remem- 
ber when lighting it not to turn the 
wick up tooliigh at first, for the fiamo 
grows as it hout.s.

The 6th is the date 
set for the a8fieinl)ling of the lei^ialatiireH 
of Illinois, Maine, MiHsoiiri, New 
ilainpsliire and Xorth Carolimi, 
Two le^iislaliirca convene on the 
7th — those of Indiana and Nebraska 
Then no more legi.slatnree -aBsenible iin 
til the 1 1th. On that dale will convene 
tbo legislatures in Washington state, 
Texas and Wyoming. The I2th ia the 
date for tbo Kansas legislature to meet. 
On the Kith the legislatures will cather 
in Connecticut, West Virginia and Wis- 
consin. The Arknnsas legislature meets 
on the 17th ; those in Arizona and 
Nevada on the 18th ; Alabama, the 20th. 
The New Mexico legislature meet De- 
cember!28. 



NEW YOEK STOCK MARKET.

A very uneventful passage lasting a 
little longer than usual, but exception- 
ally rough in eo far aa the weather was 
concerned, was that completed by the 
City of Topeka arriving from 
Alaskan ports at II o'clock last 
night. Her freight for Victoria 
consisted only of a few bales of furs. 
She had forty passencers on board, and 
of these few landed here. Their num- 
ber, ho-wever, did not, include Caijtain 
Moore, the Canadian mail-carrier, wlio 
Btiil lingers in Alaska, no word or com- 
nuiiiicatioii with the Yukon having been 
had in iijonths. Along the N'ortheru 
const lino snow appears at very places 
and at Sitka the weather has been 
quite mild. It is reported that 
Liie I'acilic Coast .Steamship Com- 
pany will add the steamer Mexico, 
now on the Puget 8oiuul-San Francisco 
run, to the i'uget Sound-Alaska route, 
soon. Steaiuera Al-Ki and City of To- 
peka now run north for the comijany 
and the Hteamer Willapa covers the 
route for the rival company. Both lines 
are enjoyioK Rood trade and rumors of 
increased service on the part of each 
company are current. 

SEAI.KU.'; AWAlr liKifl.TS, 

Until the result of the eecond big sale 
of sealskins in London on the ISth inst. 
is known, sealers at home will be rest- 
less, or rather " resting "—that ia to say 
those interested will embark on no ex- 
pedition nor make any move with their 
vessels till after that date, if then. About 
3S,00O skins will be offered at the sale, 
and, though hopeful of better prices 
being realized than were obtained at 
Lampson's sale a month or so ago, 
several sealers are dubious. If the w^orst 
comes in the way of uns itisfactory re- 
sults a large number of the sealing fleet 
will remain at their winter moorings to 
await better times. Not one, but several 
sealing captains are now walking the 
streets with hands in pockets determined 
on taking things easy and running no 
risks such as would be liable to incur 
another financial loss at' the end of this 
year. 

AN EnR.\TIC STORM. 

" The gales that fur the past week 
have beeti tearing along the coast are 
most erratic in their way of dealing with 
vessels. The south-bound steamers from 
Puget Sound and Columbia river ports 
have had a hard time battling 'with 
storms, and for the week," says the Kx- 
aininerof the 2nd instant, "nearly all 
iucoini n;r Kteamers fruia the North have 
been (lelayi'd aliuu.-t a day because of 
strong lie. id winds. Tiie steamer Eva 
came in eui'iy this morning from Nanai- 
mo, nearly two days late. She was five 
and a half days on the voyage. The ship 
Oriental followed her in a few hours 
later. She came from Departure Bay, 
and made the trip in nine days, an un- 
usually fast voyage. Her skipper re- 
ported that she bad fair winds all tlu: 
way down the coast. The steamer 
AValla Walla, from Pugot Sound ports, 
came 'n early this morning. She w-as 
aluiost a day behind her regular time. 
She had to fight a gale nearly all the way 
down the coast."

London, Jan. C— The Article. Club, 
tbo agents -general in London of the 
colonics, the heads of the government, 
and many others interested iu the com- 
merce of the Empire, gave a banquet to- 
night at the Hotel Cecil to U.S. Ambas- 
sador Bayord. The Earl of Jersey, who 
succeeds the Earl of Winchelsea as 
president of the club, was chairman. 
Addresses were made by the Karl of 
Jersey, Sir Robert ti. W. Herbert, Car- 
dinal Vaughan, Sir Charles Tupperand 
KatoTakaaki, the Japanese minister. 

The Earl of Jersey, lormerly governor 
of New South Wales, made a few re- 
marks in eulogy of Mr. Bayard, and 
then Sir Robert W.O. Herbert, atent 
general in London for Tasmania, toasted 
the colonies, which he said were greatly 
indebted to Mr, Bayard for the settle 
ment of certain question tending to the 
federation of English speakine: people. 

Sir Donald Smith, Canadian big 
commissioner in London, responded with 
warm tfi bates to Sir Charles Tupper, ex 
premier of Canada, and Mr. Bayard 
He said : "We have in Canoda every- 
thing which has made the United Slates 
what it is to-day." 

Cardinal Yaughan, the lirat Ijiahou of 
Westminster, iiroposed the toast to 
" the people of tlie United States," iunid 
prolonged cheers. He said " the United 
States ami (;treat Tlritaiu have a common 
mission of civilization and Britons liave 
extended to tlieir [cousin the right 
hand of fellowship." Cardinal Vaughan 
proceeded with words of praise fur Mr 
IJayard's tact and kindness in the re- 
cent anxious period growing out of the 
Venezuelan dispute. The United States 
he said, had often chosen worthy rep re 
sentatives to England, but never had a 
happier choice been made than that of 
Mr. Bayard. 

When Mr. Bayard arose to re8])oiid to 
this toast be received a tremendous ova- 
tion from those present. Ho said: " 1 
have sincerely tried to be faithful to my 
trust. We look upon you aa English 
cousins and on Canadians as our Ameri- 
can half-brothers. There is nothihg in 
the growth of Canada but what will 
awaken just pride in a citizen 
of the United States. There is 
not, and there ought not to be, 
any just obstrviction between theUnited 
States, Great' Britain and Canada. 
There should be no divergence by sharp 
phrases and insult that sting longerthan 
injury. After referring in his usual 
strain to the relations between England 
and the United States, Mr. Bayaid closed 
by sa/ing : 

"It i nave evoked tlio diapleasuro of 
some because I have sought to vireserve 
amity, I cannot say that.l am very sorry. 
On the contrary, I am rather grateful 
for the distinction. It is no spirit of de- 
fiance, but in a well considered spirit of 
gratitude that I reflect that I have been 
able to bring the hands and heartsof the 
two countries together. If that is my 
record I shall carry it away and keep il 
wherever I go." 

The guests all rose in their place al 
the conclusion of the speech, loudly 
cheering and waving their handker- 
chiefs. It was the greatest ovation 
which has been tendered to iMr. Bayard 
during his career here. Ho was visibly 
atl'ected and almost broke do.vn once or 
tiViCB during the course of his speech. 

Sir Charles Tupper toasted " Other 
Peoples," to which the Japanc^se Minis- 
tar, Mr. KatoTakaaki, responded. 



LIBKllTY, BENEVOLENCE, CON- 
CORD. 

The Sui)rcme Secretary ol the I. O. 1' . Ex- 
pluiiis the Objects of the Order. 

It was rather r. slim audience that 
gathered at A.O.U.W. hall last night at 
ttie lecture given under the auspices of 
tbo local lodges by Mr. J. A. McGilli- 
vray, tj. C, supreme eecretury of the 
Independent Order of l''ore8ters. Mr. 
McGillivray, however, nothing daunted 
by the Bmallnesa of his audience, went 
right ahead with his subject and made a 
capital address. He spoke generally on 
the benefit of fraternal societies, and 
particularly on the benefits to be derived 
from the order which he represents. 
He showed how the 1. (,). F., after 
an unsuocoHsful struggle for existence 
in the United States 20 years back, 
had gone to pieces there, had been 
transplanted into the Dominion fifteen 
years ago, had been made a Canadian 
order, had taken root and flourished, so 
thntfroiu n beginning of 400 members it 
b.P'A now ;'rown to number 100,000 ; had 
paid out ill benefits $4,000, 000 and 
showed a surplus of $2,000,000. Inci- 
dentally Mr, McGillivray pronounced 
himeelf ag opposed to women being 
members of aesociations such as the 
Foresters. His reason was that it was 
a man's place to support his wife, and 
therefore it was a man's duty to insure 
so that his wife and family might receive 
the benefit?. Anecdotes and apt illus- 
trations made the lecture very enter- 
tainini?, and thniigh dealing somewhat 
with figures the sneaker did not use 
enough of them to be tedious. ^ , . 



LILY LANGTllV. 

Her Further Efforts to Secure a Divorce 
Lead to a Statement by Her 
Husband. 

l.nN-Dox, Jan. li.— Tlio stateineul 
cabled here that Mrs. Langtry ia makiii;: 
a third effort to secure a divorce iu C.ili- 
fornia hag prompted contrary sugges- 
tions in the London jiress. These are 
that her husljaml demands too large a 
price for his consent, aiul, again, that 
the general belief that lie has been re 
ceiving an allowance for his complacBU 
cy must bo untrue, since be would other- 
wise be very willing to receive the capi- 
tal sum at once rather than depend on 
uncertain payments. 

In the fourteen or more years of this 
separation Edward Lang'try has deolhied 
to utter a word of public explanation. 
For many ytars after the separatioa Mr. 
LanL't-y liTed obscurely in Wales, de- 
viling his whole time to lisbing, shoot- 
ing and yachting, with occasional excur- 
sions in the local lifeboat.

THAT DRAFT REPORT. 

An American Speculation as to the Cor. 
elusions of the Pacific Cable 
Commission, 

New Youk, Jan. 6. — A special copy- 
righted cablegram to the Evening Post 
from London says : "Tho draft report 
of the racific cable commission was 
signed tb.is afternoon on behalf of 
the British, Australian and Can- 
adian governments, after many 
months of investigation. The result 
which is kept strictly secret for 
the present, is awaited with keen in- 
terest aa tiie lirst tangible product of 
Right lion. Joseph Chamberlain's ag- 
gressive colonial policy, an important 
step towards establishing British su- 
premacy in the I'acilic and supplying 
the emjiire with a trunk line of Imperial 
cables free from jiossible foreign inter- 
ference. It is rumored that the report 
favors laying a cable at the 
earliest possible moniemet between 
Vancouver and Australasia under 
joint subsidies by England, Canada, cer- 
tain Australian colonies and New Zeal- 
and. It must touch none but British 
territory, leaving Hawaii to be tapped 
by a branch line, 

The Canadian delegates strongly 
favored the construction and operating 
of the cable as a joint government enter- 
luiso by an Imiierial-Colonial cable 
trust, I'iiigland, Canada and Australia, 
each paying one-third of the cost, which 
will be about $10,000,000. The cable 
will be ready within two years. The 
project now awaits the approval of the 
Imperial and Colonial cabinets and the 
passage of the necessary votes by tho 
various legislatures. The only difficulty 
is expected in Australia, where intercol- 
onial rivalries are certain to create oppo- 
sition. '
